  23   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "UNREASONABLE AMOUNT OF SNOW OR ICE" MEANS AN

  25  ICE BECOME LOOSE OR DETACHED FROM THE VEHICLE WHILE THE VEHICLE IS

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   1   (B) A PERSON MAY NOT DRIVE OR ALLOW TO BE DRIVEN ON ANY PUBLICLY

   5   The owner of the vehicle, if present in the vehicle, or, in his absence, the driver 
   6  of the vehicle is presumed to be responsible for any violation of §§ 24-106 through 
   7  [24-106.2] 24-106.3 of this title, if: 
 
   8    (1) The violation is caused by an occupant of the vehicle; 
 
   9    (2) The vehicle has two or more occupants; and 
 
  10    (3) It cannot be determined which occupant is the violator.
